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My. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present to you this report upon the public health of 
our town for the year 1968, As you can see from the vital statistics tabulated 
on page 4 the Registrar General's estimate of our mid-year population is 6610, 
an increase of 20 on the figure for 1967. If correct this would imply a slight 
migrational loss of population as the excess of births over deaths was 27. As 
only 6 houses were made subject to closing or demolition orders compared with 
119 new houses completed during the year it is more probable that migration 
into the town exceeded migration outwards. 


The number of babies born was the lowest for several years and consequently 
the birth rate shows a fall. We must hope that the reduction is in "unwanted" 
babies rather than an increase in infertility. The easier access to advice on 
family planning made possible by the .H.S, (Family Planning) Act and the 
initiative of the Minister (ifr. Robinson) could well be a factor. As our local 
Family Planning Association clinic which was scheduled to start during 1968 did 
not in fact open until 1969 it will not influence the figures until 1970 or 1971. 


While the total number of births was lower than in previous years the 
number of babies dying before or shortly after birth was not. The stillbirth 
and perinatal mortality rates are consequently unfavourable, although still well 
below the levels which they reached 10 years ago. 


There were only 86 deaths during 1963, $ fewer than in either of the two 
preceding years. Consequently both crude and corrected rates show an improve- 
ment. 


Cardiovascular diseases accounted for 41 deaths, 17 of these being cases of 
Ischaemic Heart Disease and 16 of them strokes. The next most frequent cause of 
death after the cardiovascular diseases was cancer, which accounted for 17 deaths. 
Four of these were cancers of the lung and 4 were breast cancers. 


The striking feature of 1963 was the increase in proportion of deaths 
attributed to respiratory disease. ‘These accounted for 16 lives between then 
compared with 5 in 1967. This is the highest incidence of respiratory deaths 
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that I can recall. Only twice in the last decade (in 1963 and 1966) have 
respiratory deaths reached double figures. Respiratory deaths do, of course, 
tend to vary from year to year, and go up when there is an influenza epidemic. 
This cause of death is markedly influenced by the combined effects of inclement 
weather and of air pollution. To what extent the exceptionally hizh respiratory 
death rate of 1968 was attributable to infection and how big a part was played 

by air pollution is difficult to assess. The Hong Kong influenza did not reach 
Barton until 1969. There was no comparable excess in the proportions of deaths 
due to respiratory diseases in Brigg Urban or Rural districts as one might have 
expected had the cause been influenza. We are left therefore with a suspicion 
that air pollution may well have played a part in causing or expediting some 

of these deaths. Under these circumstances I must urge the Council to reconsider 
their decision of 1968 not to measure air pollutants. Only by doing so can we 
assess whether increases in respiratory deaths are related to levels of pollution 
and make rational decisions regarding control. 


Of course, everybody must die eventually, and it is upon the causes of 
death before the age of 65 rather than the causes of death of those aged 75 and 
over that we need to focus our attention. 


Of the 19 deaths of people between the age of 25 and 64 eight were due to 
cancers, 4 to cardiovascular diseases, 2 to respiratory diseases, 3 to accidents, 
1 to kidney disease and 1 to suicide. Two of these $ cancer deaths were due to 
lung cancer, a disease now known to be most frequently caused by the smoking of 
cigarettes, but some cases of which may also be due to air pollution. Three of 
the 4 cardiovascular deaths were due to ischaemic heart disease. While the 
causes of the arterial degeneration which leads to inyocardial ischaemia are not 
yet understood we do know that the condition is made much worse by cigarette 
smoking, and that death rates from this cause are much higher in areas where 
the drinking water is soft than in those where it ig hard. It is probable that 
as a result of the North Lindsey Water Board's decision to increase the hardness 
of the water they distribute mortality in middle age will decline and the risk 
of dying from ischaemic heart disease before the age of 65 be appreciably 
reduced within the next few years. 
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A notable feature of 1968 has been the completion of new houses in the 
Newport Street area, which will be followed by further new housing in the 
estates to be built up Caistor Road. This is the beginning of an expansion 
of the town which is confidently anticipated as the industrial development of 
the Humber bank progresses. This development, and, when work on it starts in 
1972, the Humber Bridge, will between them change the character of the town. 
The increased prosperity will benefit many people, but it mst be bought at a 
price. Part of the attraction of Barton has in the past been its peacefulness 
and lack of traffic. Already the motor traffic is increasing, with resulting 
increase in noise and accident risk. Industrial development, like housing, 
has an insidious effect upon the environment. The amount of noise, smell or 
smoke emitted by any individual premises may be trivial, but where there is a 
concentration of several such premises the environment will have been spoiled 
by the cumulative effect of a large number of small emissions. The effect of 
numbers of unobtrusive noises added together may amount to a continuous and 
objectionable roar. 


Our future welfare and comfort is thus clearly in the hands of the 
Planning Authority and we must hope that those responsible may exhibit the 
wisdom of Solomon and be imbued with the luck to foresee and forestall the 
threats to amenity concealed behind apparently innocuous proposals. Only thus 
can we minimise the price of the new prosperity. 


Once more I should like to thank ifr. Kirk and Mr, French for their efforts 
to maintain the environmental services of the Council and deal with all the 
numerous complaints and problems which arise. 


I commend to your attention Mr. Kirk's account on his work in the latter 
part of this report,

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


During 1968, 34 houses were made fit for human habitation or had 
defects remedied either by formal or informal action and 6 houses were 
made subject to closing orders or demolition orders. Applications for 
35 improvement grants were approved, the highest number since the scheme 
was introduced in 1949. 


All food premises and factories in the district were again inspected 
and 29 defects were remedied by informal action. Kighty three inspections 
of premises registered under the Offices, Shops and Railway Premises Act 
were made and 22 contraventions were remedied. A 100% meat inspection 
service was again maintained. 


The weekly collection of refuse continued for the 10th year in 
Succession, a record which few authorities in the country could equal, and 
disposal by controlled tipping was maintained, though some extra cost was 
involved in dealing with outbreaks of fire which had been started deliberately 
and in satisfying the requirements of the Civic Amenities Act. All new houses 
and a further 250 existing properties were equipped with refuse sack holders, 
The benefit thus obtained by halving the numbers of visits to these premises 
made it possible for the steadily increasing volume of refuse to be dealt 
with and for farms and isolated dwellings previously visited fortnightly 
to be brought into the weekly collection service. An order was placed by 
the Council during the year for a new larger capacity refuse collection 
vehicle to replace the existing lorry which was approaching the end of its 
useful life. 


In July, 1968, ifr. F. J. French qualified as a Public Health Inspector, 
having completed his 4 years theoretical and practical training, and was 
appointed as Additional Public Health Inspector. This appointment, together 
with the employment of clerical assistance, enabled the Council to reorganise 
the management of its housing estates to cope with the increasing numbers of 
dwellings which were being built or acquired, including the possibility of 
setting up a direct labour section to help reduce the cost of housing main- 
tenance. I wish to place on record iy sincere appreciation of the willing 
assistance, interest and effort given by Mr. French throughout the year and 
for Mrs. Robertson's contribution from her appointment in September. Without 
this unstinted support, the transfer of functions and setting up of new 
aduinistrative arrangements could not have been successfully accomplished 
nor would it have been possible to deal satisfactorily with the additional 
duties imposed by new legislation during the year.
